Florida Storm Cuts 
Nation’s Citrus Crop 

‘‘The hurricane damage in Flor¬ 
ida will directly affect orange 
and grapefruit consumers through¬ 
out the United States,” stated 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man¬ 
ager of the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange. “Florida has 
suffered a regrettable loss at a 
time when the nation’s consumers 
are expressing a great demand 
for fresh fruit.” 

Based on latest estimates of 
damage in Florida which show a 
20 per cent loss on oranges and 
a 40 per cent loss on grapefruit, 
the national orange and grape¬ 
fruit crop will be 31,000 cars 
short of last year, Armstrong 
said. The minimum loss on grape¬ 
fruit approximates 18,000 cars 
and on oranges J 5,000 cars. Fur¬ 
ther loss may be expected because 
of damage to fruit on trees which 
will drop later.
